Apparently Dramatic Scene 
Is Staced in "Lobby" of 


Michigan Hotel. 


Iron River, Mich., Feb. 26.—The arm- 


ed force of federal agents under com- 
mand of A. V. Dalymple, who came 
here from Chicago to "put down a 
liquor rebellion in the upper Michigan 
peninsula," today had been withdrawn 
and the "revolt" itself had flickered 
out. 
The only casualties were nine 


barrels of home made wine taken by 
revenue agents from a parish priest's 
house, where the state had stored it 
for safe keeping and poured it into the 
snow. 
Major Dalrmple's announcement of 
intentions to arrest states attorney M. 
S. McDonough and county and Iron 
River 
officials as parties to the "re- 
bellion" was abandoned under orders 
from C. P. Kramer, natural prohibi- 
tion 
commissioner, 
directing with- 


drawal of the "invaders." 
H. B. Gaylord, assistant chief of pro- 


hibition enforcement, was enroute from 
Washington to Iron River to make an 
investigation, demanded by Attorney 
McDonough who insists there was no 
"revolt" and charged that his constitu- 
ency had been questioned by Dalymple's 
reports. 
McDonough and Dalrymple had a 
conference In a lobby of a hotel here. 
Mutual accusations of "grandstanding 
and "publicity seeking" 
were made 
and McDonough threatened to arrest 
the major and put him Jn jail, if he 
made a move to "start something. 
There were many witnesses to tbfe 
conference, among whom was the Iron- 
River chief of police, who held a war- 
rant for Dalrymple's arrest. The war- 
rant, however, was not served. 
The 
conference Was carried on in anger but 
at its conclusion 
McDonough and 
Dalrymple posed, side by side, for the 
cameramen. Dalrymple announced he 
would go to Washington to "lay all the 
facts before Commissioned Kramer." 
The dialogue 
between 
McDonough 
and Dalrymple which was their only 
conference, took place in the big room 
of the hotel which served as its lobby. 
In .in* win were crowded a hundred 
or more ciUsens who .had followed Mc- 
Donough there and several member* 
of the federal agents party. 
When Major Dalrymple had emerged 
from the dining room at McDonough s 
request 
and the preliminary 
hand 
shaking had been accomplished the 
prosecuting attorney plunged right in- 
to the subject uppermost in the minds 
of all. 
"I have come here to issue a warn- 
ing to you, Mr. Darlymple," he said. 
"I have read about the various things 
you plan to do to quell the whiskey re- 
volt as you call it. What I want to 
tell you is this: 
, 
"If you or any of your men attempt 


to arrest me or my aids, without due 
-process of law. 1 will take you anu 
your entire party into custody Imme- 
diately and I am prepared-to do it. 
Now get this right—I will arrest you 
and your men and lock you up, and 
put you 
where 
you belong, Mr. 


Dalymple." 
The major retorted: 
"I don't want to get a lecture from 
you and tnis seems entirely unneces- 
sary. 
I have come here for the pur- 
pose of enforcing the law. And I think 
this is a high 
handed 
grandstand 


play." 
"You are a natural 
grandstander, 
yourself McDonough countered. 


"You 
have been playing to the pum 
lie press and have said things which 
have been an outrageous affront to this 
community- When you declare there 
has been a whiskey revolt, you lie." 
"Now that you are here. If you have 
any arrests to make just start some- 
thing-. You have not scared or cowed 
any one here."

Cleveland, Feb. 26.—A call to arms 
against seditious organizations and Bol- 
aevtom was sounded today by the

At a general session this morning of 
he superintendents section .4,000 dele- 
gates wildly cheered an address of W. 
~ Bagley, professor of education of the 
eachers college, Columbia university, 
who urged immediate passage by con- 
Teas of the Stnith-Towner bill, provid- 
ng for a secretary of education In the 
President's cabinet and an annual fed- 
ral school appropriation of $100,000,000. 
it the conclusion of the address the 
elegates arose and voted in favor of 
he bill without a motion for a vote 
Ming made. 


W. P. Burris, dean of the University 
f Cincinnati, spoke against the bill, 
saying that education must be removed 
rom politics 
Community center meetings was dis- 
ussed by the National Community as- 
sociation and sex education and hy- 
•eine by the American School Hygeine 
s&ociatian meetings this morning. 
An additional organization of teach-' 
rs on a professional basis to offset the 
endency of teachers groups to affiliate 
with labor was advocated by L. D. Coff- 
nan, dean of education, University of 
(innesota at this morning's session of 
he department of superintendence. 
This is the first tune in the conven- 
tion that the sentiment prevailing In 
many of the smaller group meetings has 
>een openly pronounced in the general 
.sessions. 
"Affiliation of teachers with labor 
unions would be a blow at the founda- 
ions of democracy," 
he said, "for 
eachers owe their allegiance as public 
servants'to the public and not to any 
me das*. 
This allegiance would be 


divided and. would open the way for 
class of education and a lowering of 
the professional 
standards. 
Teachers 
and labor unions would sacrifice much 
if their public support by such affilia- 
tion."

"•mj|KRCIFtJL GOD, It's all true! 


•»• Nobody 
Ima ever told the 


whole truth! Nobody could!'" 


Thus Eleanor Franklin Egan, In the 


'Saturday Evening Post, quotes How- 
ard Heinz of Pittsburgh. Herbert 
Hoover's representative In the Near 
East, on the real conditions lu Arme- 
nia a* he saw them with his own eyes. 


Mr. Heinz had been one of those 


who had believed the stories of star- 
vation and death In Armenia had been 
exaggerated. Not until lie went him- 
self to the Caucasus did his views 
change. Then he was shaken to the 
foundation of his soul by what be saw. 


"Fearful! Awful! Horrible! Unbe- 


lievable!" are some of the adjectives 
Mrs. figan says must be used in speak- 
ing of conditions in the Near East. 
where Near East Relief, 1 Madison 
Avenue, New York, supported by con- 
tributions from the American people, 
Is conducting the only organized effort 
to save the lives of these utterly desti- 
tute millions. Everything she saw and 
heard Justified the necessity for quick 
and generous aid from America. Her 
story of what she witnessed re-en- 
forces the call of the Near East Re- 
lief for aid for stricken Armenia. 


"The Hunger grin* Is everywhere 


evident," Mrs. Egan writes. 
"The 


pitiful hundreds seemed to me to be 
weeping constantly. Not profoundly 
as in grief, but whimperingly, ap- 
peallngly as In unbearable physical 
distress. A terrible population. Un- 
speakably filthy .and tatterdemalion 
throngs; shelterless, death stricken 
throngs milling from place to place, 
children crying aloud, women sobbing 
in broken inarticulate lamentation; 
men nterly hopeless and reduced to 
staggering weakness, heedless of the 
tears rolling down their dirt-streaked 
faces." 


.That Is her picture of the Arme- 


nians most In evidence in Armenia. 
These are the throngs. 
Then she 


turns to the mobs. "Large numbers 
here and,there, wide-eyed, eager, hands 
outstretched in wolfish supplication; 
teeth bared in a ghastly grin that had 
long since ceased to smile—an emaciat- 
ed skin-stretched grin, fixed and un- 
controllable." 


"Is it any wonder," she asks, "that 


I could not swallow my food? I threw 
it to the children in -the ravening 
hordes and started small riots. The 
children fought together, snarled and 
clawed at one another for small bits 
of army biscuit or morsels of bully 
beef. 


"And then I w%s toto* that/many of 


them'were so starved that solid food

was likely to kill them instantly. This 
was too terribly true. Tet in the whole 
length and breadth of the land there 
was not an ounce of food of the kind 
necessary for such cases. At Kars I 
saw one man die with bread in his 
teeth. And if you will consent to look 
with me upon a too awful thing I will 
add that he showed evidence of having 
eaten too much grass. 


"I went hungry in. Armenia, and I 


associate remembered pangs of my 
own with all my recollections of the 
terrible land. I had plenty of food 
with me, but for days on end I could 
not eat. It was a physical impossibil- 
ity. 


"And I came to a point, too, when to 


look upon things that had to be looked 
upon set my heart to quaking in a 
horror difficult to describe."

About once in three months you can 


look for some new spasmodic outburst 
against the H. C. of L. It comes with 
somewhat the same regularity as the 
rise and fall of the tides «t the ocean, 
and so far has accomplished about as 
much. However the recession of meat 
prices at the Chicago wholjesale market 
was a hopeful sign. 


The government effort to fight high 


costs has so far accomplished little. 
The railroad 
workers however, have 


taken 
sensible action in temporarily 


dropping their wage demands, with the 
purpose to substitute a program of 
effort for reduction of prices. If the 
wage earners of the country will unite 
to increase production and stop extrav- 
agance, they can produce such an in- 
crease of commodities that prices will 
drop automatically. 


At Washington Senator Capper or 


Kansas recently made some statements 
that have attracted much notice, at- 
tacking the big profits gained by some 
of the great corporations. There is 
much truth in what he says.

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PEARY'S EXPLORATIONS IN THE FAR NORTH

How to Figure Income. 


The best way to find out whether 


one must file a return is to get a Form 
1040A and follow the instructions 
printed on it 
That form will serve as 


a reminder of every item of income, 
and if a return is due It tells how to 
prepare and file it 


If in donbt on any point as to Income 


or deductions, a person may secure free 
advice and aid from the nearest Inter- 
nal Rerenue office. 


Guesswork, estimates and other hit- 


or-miss methods are barred when a per- 
son is making out bis Income Tax re- 
turn. Accuracy and completeness most 
be insisted upon. 
The return is a 


sworn statement As such it must be 
tl^orocgh and accurate. 


' Salaried persons and wage earners 
must ascertain the actual compensation 
received. Overtime, bonuses, shares in 
the profits of a business, value of quar- 
ters and board furnished by the em- 
ployer and other items which are com- 
pensations for services must be in- 
cluded. 


It must be borne in mind that com- 


pensation may be paid in other forms 
than In cash. A bonus paid in Liberty 
Bonds is taxable at the market value 
of the bonds.

Every partnership doing buslces? in 


tbe United States must file a return 
on Form 1065; and every personal 
service corporation moat/fife a similar 
return. 


Corporations must file annual re- 


turns on Form 1120. 


Trustees, executors, administrators 


and otliers acting In a fiduciary rapac- 
ity are required to file returns. In 
some cases, Form 1041 is used: in 
others. Form 1040; and still others, 
returns on both forms are required. 


Information returns, on Forms 1099 


and 1096, must be filed by every or- 
ganization, firm or person who paid, 
during 1919. an amount of $1.000 in 
salary, wages. Interest, rent, or other 
fixed or determinate income to an- 
other person, partnership, personal 
service corporation or fiduciary. These 
information returns should be for- 
warded directly to the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue (sorting division). 
Washington, D. C.
